“booze” 
at the 
Clev enger home or of hav ing seen it 
bou ght there. 
Jim 
Daniels 
stated 
that he had bou ght whiskey there at 
least 
one 
hu ndred 
times. 
Glore, 
Gregory 
and 
Sweet 
formed 
a 
“ party ” that 
went 
to Clev enger’s 
one S atu rday night in October 19 15, 
and all told the same story regard­ 
ing the 
pu rchase 
of 
intox icating 
liqu or. 
Mrs. Driv er, the 
witness who al­ 
most u pset the plans of the state by 
su ddenly leav ing the city last week, 
was the first witness. 
Mrs. Driv er I 
stated that u p u ntil abou t a 
y ear ■ 
ago she was a frequ ent v isitor at the 
Clev enger home in East Fifth street.

The Rev . Charles A. Eaton, for­ 
merly 
“Rockefeller’s 
pastor” 
arou sed great interest recently 
by 
annou ncing that 
he had decided to 
withdraw from the ministry in order 
to dev ote himself more fu lly 
than 
the pu lpit permitted 
to broad 
na­ 
tional problems growing ou t of 
tihe 
war. 
ile say s that he “wants to go 
ou t and preach moral preparedness*’ 
to the whole nation 
u tilizing news­ 
papers and other recognized means 
of pu blicity to reach the great pu b­ 
lic. In an interv iew in the New York 
Su nday World he giv es this ex plana­ 
tion of his pu rposes. 
“Moral preparedness will be re­ 
flected 
in the 
acqu isition 
by the 
United States of world ideas and an 
international 
moral 
standard. 
It 
will make the 
nation 
realize 
its 
higher du ties to mankind. 
That is 
a thing we hear talked abou t, bu t 
the United States has perhaps nev ­ 
er done it, ex cept in Cu ba. 
“Moral preparedness will be re­ 
flected in ou r considering 
ou r do­ 
mestic problems 
in 
terms of 
the 
world, instead 
of 
being 
selfishly 
concerned only with their local as­ 
pects. 
It will enable u s to consid­ 
er tfaeir bearing on the progress of 
mankind. 
“Moral preparedness will be re­ 
flected also 
in indu strial prepared­ 
ness and 
by it we 
shall obtain 
a 
really indu strial life in the interests 
of all ou r people. 
“Moral preparedness will be re­ 
flected in ou r mu nicipal hou sekeep­ 
ing; it will make 
ou r 
cities better 
places to liv e in. 
“Moral preparedness will be re­ 
flected in ou r military preparedness, 
to defend ou r shores and ou r citiz­ 
ens again>t 
u nju st 
aggressions of 
bru te force su ch as Belgiu m 
was 
the v ictim of. 
“Moral preparedness will be 
re­ 
flected in ou r readiness 
to protect 
the little people of the earth shou ld 
occasion ariae, especially to protect 
ou r weaker sisters of this contin­ 
ent. 
For a great nation to u se its 
strength that the little peoples may 
hav e their right is* real altru sim. It 
is Christianity practiced by a na­ 
tion.” 
Dr. Eaton thinks that if 'St. Pau l 
were here ou earth today , this is the 
sort of Christianity he wou ld preach. 
Howev er that may be, it’s refresh­ 
ing to get su ch a tru mpet blast from 
the pu lpit. 
If this is the sort of preaching Dr. 
Eaton intends to do when he starts 
on his new job. a large part of the 
American pu blic will willingly be his 
parishioners. 
Nev er in ou r history 
has there 
been so mu ch discontent as there is 
today in the narrow, local v iewpoint 
of life that lias characterized mu ch 
of ou r j wist. Ou r people feel the life 
of the world stirring in their pu lses, 
and are disposed 
to come 
ou t of 
their isolation and play their part 
as citizen* of a great world-power. 
All they need to make 
them thor­ 
ou ghly consciou s of their du ty and 
opportu nity , and able to v oice the 
spirit of a newer, broader, 
better 
Americanism, is strong moral lead­ 
ership. 


A FORGOTTEN GREAT MAN. 


W hat 
Ceitsral Tim othy Ru y gles and 
Ha Might Hav a Been. 
How many readers hav e ev er heard 
the name of General Timothy Ruggles? 
Probably v ery few indeed, and y et it 
was believ ed in bis own day —which 
waa the era of our Rev olution—that 
had General Ruggles remained true to 
the patriot cause he would hav e had 
at least as good a chance as Washing­ 
ton to be chosen the commander of the 
colonial armies. 
He was a natural leader in the civ il 
and military affairs of the colonies. He 
was president of the stamp act con­ 
gress, which assembled in New York 
city in 176 5. and at that v ery time he 
was chief justice of the court of com­ 
mon pleas of Worcester county , Mass., 
hav ing been promoted from the bar, 
where he had one worthy riv al, J ames 
Otis. 
General Ruggles was also the chief 
military figure of the northern colonies. 
He serv ed four y ears in the French ami 
Indian war and rose to the rank of 
brigadier general He was a colonel at 
Crown Point and second in command 
at the battle of Lake George. He com­ 
manded a brigade in Lord Amherst’s 
ex pedition against MontreaL 
He was famous for his daring and 
skill, especially in the commaud of In­ 
dian troops, and for his ability as a 
drill master. 
The 
v ery 
men 
who 
fought at Lex ington and Bunker Hill 
bad been trained by Ruggles on north­ 
ern fields. 
In the ev ents of that stormy period 
ltuggleg remained a patriot up to the 
actual scene of the stamp act congress. 
At the end of the third day ’s delibera­ 
tions, when the protest to his majesty 
George III. had been drawn up. he re­ 
fused to sign and, lay lug dow n bis 
gav el of office, left the hall. That was 
one of the dramatic ev ents of the pe­ 
riod, and for it he was reprimanded by 
the general court of Massachusetts. 
Ruggles was sev eral times mobbed 
on his way home to Hardwick, Mass., 
where he had a great estate, but he 
was not a man to be frightened by 
demonstrations of that sort. His faith­ 
ful uess to the crown was soon reward­ 
ed with his appointment as a member 
of the king’s mandamus council. When 
Boston was taken by the colonists in 
1776 he decided to leav e Massachusetts, 
and he receiv ed a grant of 10.000 acres 
of the best land in Nov a Scotia. He re­ 
mov ed to that colony and started a 
model farm on the site of what is now 
the town of Wilmot He liv ed to the 
ripe old age of eighty -four.—Youth’s 
Companion.

the following account of the abdica- 
tion of Louis Philippe of France on the 
day of that remarkable occurrence:

"An aid-de-camp of the minister of 


•war who was In the king's cabinet 
when he abdicated gave me a detailed 
account of this most signal piece of 
cowardice. 
He had reviewed the 


troops la the Carrousel on horseback, 
highly rouged, when a cry was raised, 
'Void les faubourgs!' 
No one had 


any orders; no one gave any. The mob 
rushed forward, snouting, 'Vive la 
garde natlonule—vivent les troupes!' 
and shook hands with the outposts. 


"The king retreated 
precipitately 


with his sons, and a sublieutenant of 
the national guard rushed into the pal- 
ace asking to see him. He was admit 
ted and to the greatest agitation said: 
" 'Your majesty must abdicate.' 
" 'Very well,' says the king. 'In fa- 


vor of my grandson.' 


"'No, unconditionally,' 
says the 


young and self elected mouthpiece of 
public opinion. 


"Would you believe it? Of all who 


were congregated around the royal 
person Piscatory alone said: 'Godow^n 
and head your troops. Fight for your 
crown and your dynasty.' 
He was 


overruled, and they all inarched out 
of the palace except the Duchesse 
d'Orleans, her children and the Due de 
Nemours."

Me says that he "wants to go 


out and preach moral preparedness" 
to the whole nation 
utilizing news- 


papers and other recognized means 
of publicity to reach the great pub- 
lie. In an interview in the New York 
Sunday World he gives this explana- 
tion of his purposes. 


"Moral preparedness will be re- 


flected in the acquisition by the 
United States of world ideas and an 
international 
moral 
standard. 
It 


will make the 
nation 
realize 
its 


higher duties to mankind. That is 
a thing we hear talked alaout, but 
the United States has perhaps nev- 
er done it, except in Cuba. 


"Moral preparedness 
will be re- 


flected in our considering 
our do- 


mestic problems 
in 
terms of 
the 


world, instead 
of

concerned only 'with their local as- 
pects. 
It will enable us to consid- 


er iibeir bearing 'on the progress of 
mankind. 


"Moral preparedness will be re- 


flected also in industrial prepared- 
ness and by it -we shall obtain 
a 


tally industrial life in the interests 
of all our people. 


"Moral preparedness will be re- 


flected in our. municipal housekeep- 
ing; it will make our cities better 
places to live in. 


"Moral preparedness will be re- 


flected in our military preparedness, 
to defend our shores and our citiz- 
ens against 
unjust aggressions of 


brute force such as Belgium 
was 


the victim of. 


"Moral preparedness will foe re- 


flected in 'our readiness 
to protect 


the little people of the earth should 
occasion arise, especially to protect 
our weaker sisters of this contin- 
ent. For a great nation to use its 
strength that the little peoples may 
have their right is real altrusim. It 
is Christianity practiced by a na- 
tion.'' 


Dr. Eaton thinks that if 'St. Paul 


were here on earfh today, this is the 
sort of Christianity he -would preach. 
However that may be, it's refresh- 
ing to get such a trumpet 'blast from 
the pulpit. 


If this is the sort of preaching Dr. 


Eaton intends to do when he starts 
on his new job, a large part of the 
American public will willingly be his 
parishioners.

wen so much discontent as there is 
today in the narrow, local viewpoint 
o£ life that has .characterized much 
of our past. Our people feel the life 
of the world stirring in their pulses,

A FORGOTTEN GREAT MAN. 


General Timothy Rufjgles and What 


H« Might Have Been. 


How many readers have ever heard 


the name of General Timothy Haggles? 
Probably very few Indeed, and yet it 
was believed In his own day—which 
was the era of our Revolution—that 
had General Buggies remained true to 
the patriot cause he would have had 
.at least as good a chance as Washing- 
ton to be chosen the commander of the 
colonial armies. 


He was a natural leader in the civil 


and military affairs of the colonies. He 
was president of the stamp act con- 
gress, which assembled In New Tort 
city In 1765, and at that very tune he 
was chief justice of the court of com- 
mon pleas of Worcester county, Mass., 
having been promoted from the bar, 
where he had one worthy rival, James 
Otis. 


General Ruggles was also the chief 


military figure of the northern colonies. 
He served four years in the French and 
Indian war and rose to the rank of 
brigadier general. He was a colonol at 
Crown Point and second in command 
at the battle of Lake George. He com- 
manded a brigade Jn Lord Amhersfs 
expedition against Montreal. 


He was famous for his daring and 


skill, especially in the command of In- 
dian troops, and for his ability as a 
drill master. The very men who 
fought at Lexington and Bunker Hill 
had been trained by Euggles on north- 
ern fields. 


In thft events of that stormy period 


Ruggles remained a patriot up to the 
actual scene of the stamp act congress. 
At the end of the third day's delibera- 
tions, when the protest to his majesty 
Georgn III. had been drawn up, he re- 
fused to sign and, laying down his 
gavel of office, left the hall. That was 
one of the dramatic events of the pe- 
riod, and for it he was reprimanded by 
the general court of Massachusetts. 


Ruggles was several times mobbed 


on his way home to Hardwick, Mass., 
where he bad a great estate, but he 
was not a man to be frightened by 
demonstrations of that sort. His faith- 
fulness to the crown was soon reward- 
ed with his appointment as a member 
of the king's mandamus council. When 
Boston was taken by the colonists in 
177G he decided to leave Massachusetts, 
and he received a grant of 10,000 acres 
of the best land in Nova Scotia. He re- 
moved to that colony and started a 
model farm on the site of what is now 
the town of Wilmot He lived to the 
ripe old age of eighty-four.—Youth's 
Companion. 


Anaesthetic For the Teeth Wanted. 
There is no local anaesthetic that 


will penetrate dentine, which forms 
the principal part of a tooth. That is 
why dentists hurt teeth so much when 
drilling holes in them for fillings or 
when grinding them down for gold 
crowns. 
Any one who will invent 


something that can be put on a tooth 
to render it insensitive for ten minutes 
without injuring it has a fortune 
awaiting him. 


Cocaine and novocaine, which are 


used as local anaesthetics in other 
parts of the body, have no effect upon 
the teeth, as they cannot penetrate the 
hard tissue of which these are com- 
posed.—New York World.

Wine Cup» Like "Tilted Lotus Leavw 


Floating Down a Stream.1' 


To look long upon Chinese porce- 


lains Is likely for numerous causes to 
result In falling under their persuasive 
spell. If you are Interested in the 
sculptural stage of art, susceptible to 
the beauty of line, you will find it 
there in dignified simplicity. lu color 
the eye is appealed to In a seductive 
Infinity. In range of decorative mo- 
tives the Celestial potter's mind is fer- 
tfle -with an imagery found only in the 
east. And there must not be left out 
.of account the interest and satisfac- 
tion awaiting the technical student of 
structure that is found In a substance 
so quickly responsive to the deft touch 
of the artisan. 


"The fine white bowls surpass hoar- 


frost and snow" is a Chinese descrip- 
tion of one of the ancient fictile fab- 
rics. As the aroma of a delicate wine 
is enriched and refined by being served 
in a fragile glass, so the tea drinkers 
as far back as the days of the T'ang, 
in the seventh and eighth centuries, 
appreciated their bowls, according as 
they "enhanced the tint of tbe iflfu- 
siou." 
And here comes in another 


element in the charm of Chinese porce- 
lains. Like the European art of the 
middle ages and the renaissance, they 
were so intimately related to life that 
they contribute to a human and bet- 
ter understanding of a strange and dis- 
tant people. No sooner is one Interest- 
ed in this truly national art of the 
Chinese than he finds a certain even if 
meager knowledge of them a matter of 
concomitant Interest, even though not 
essential to an appreciation of their 
creations. 


Wine cups of the Tang were likened 


by their poets to "tilted lotus leaves 
floating down a stream." There came 
Into porcelain the hue of "rosy dawn." 
Does one not find here a sympathetic 
communion with nature in far Cathay? 
Those so called "ginger jars" of the 
capriciously named "hawthorn pat- 
tern"—the most commonly known of 
all Chinese porcelains hi the Occident 
—were used for sending presents of 
fine tea at the Chinese New Year an- 
niversary. Their decoration, which has 
nothing to do with the hawthorn, was 
made in representation of the blossoms 
of the winter blooming wild prunus 
tree tying on streams whose ice cover- 
ing was disintegrating under the warm- 
ing influences of the approaching ver- 
nal season.—Dana H. Carroll in Scrib- 
ner's.
